During this time, the Crotoniati ſent vnto Cæſar foꝛ a pꝛeſent, a 
godly Pozſecolt, þ in all mennes iudgement would pꝛoue both very 
couragious, and wonderful ſwift , When Virgil beheld him he tolde 
the ꝙ. of the ſtable, that he was foaled of a ſicke, and infected Pare, 
and that he would pꝛoue neither ſtronge no; ſwift , as afterwarde it 
appeared,wherof when the P. of the ſtable had enfozmed the Empe⸗ 
rour:he tommaunded that his bꝛead ſhould be donbled,fo2 re warde.

a certen of bzead giue me fo2 a reward, which is the vſe cyther of ba- 
kers, oꝛ els of ſuch as are bakers child. This merie ieſt, pleaſed the 
Emperour wel, but hecefozth (@ he) ſhalt not be rewarded by a ba⸗ 
ker, ut by a moſt valient p2ince,+ eſtemed him much,+ commended 
ts Pollio. Ye was of body and ſtature bigge , of colour tawnie, 
ſicklyr, foꝛ he was many times greued with payne in 
the ſtamack, iawes, and head, and ſometimes he did ſpet blood. He fre- 
quented but little the vſe of daintie meates and wine. Some repoꝛt, 
that he was pꝛone to the dete ſtable ſinne with boyes. But the better 
ſoꝛt ſuppoſe rather that he loued them as Socrates loued Alcibiades, 
and Plato alſo. Aboue the reſt he loued moſt Cebetes, and Alexander, 
whb in the ſecond Ecloge of his Bucolikes he tearmeth Alexis, giuen 
vnto him by Aſinius Pollio. they came vnto him, they were 
neither of them vnlearned. Foz Alexander was a god Grammarian, 
and Cebetes a Poet, Same likewiſe affirme that he had carnal com- 
panye' with Plotia Hieria . But Aſcomus Pedianus ſayeth that hee 
was wont to declare to ſome auntict men, that indeed he was reque- 
fred by Varius topntly to kepe her,howbeit he carneſtly refuſed ſo to 
doe. Jn all other reſpects he was of life, language, and /conuerſation 
fo vpꝛight: that th2ough all Naples he was called, commonly Virgi- 
nitie. And when haply he was lene at Rome, (whether as he ae 
very ſeldom) going abꝛoad in the open ſtreetes if any followed, oꝛ no⸗ 
ted him: he would turn aſide into the nert houſe. Mhen Auguſtus 
offred him the gods of one that was banthed, he vtterly refuſed: the, 
Ye was woꝛth in ſubſtance an hundꝛed Seſtertia, which were giuen 
him though the liberalitie of his friends, t he had an horſe in Rome 
ina place called £/q»i/ie neare to Mecoenas Gardaines, although 


he was — much withdꝛawe himſelfe into C ampania and 
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slcil. NMlhatſoeuer he requeſfed of Auguſtus: he neuer had deniall 
therof,Euery vere he ſent monie abundantly to ſuctour his parents, 
which died when he was of lawfull veares, his father being blynde 
whẽ he died: « his two bꝛethꝛen the one ſurnamed Silo died while he 
was a child, 1 Flacchus when he was come to manſtate, whoſe death 
he bewayleth vnder the name of Daphnis, Among other ſtudies ( as 
J haue ſapd befoze)he:chefely applied himſelf to Phiſick and Mathe- 
matickes.Ye neuer plead at barre moꝛe then oue cauſe, and that but 
once, whom Meliſſus repoꝛteth to haue ben very flow of tongue, + as 
though he were altogether vnlearned: when he firſt began Poetric,he 
made this Diſthic,oz theſe two verſes vpon one Baliſta a ſcholemay- 
ſter, that fo2 repoꝛt ot theeuerie was touered with an of ſtones.

The likeneſſe, anſwered Var- 
gil, oꝛ the abundante of enery thing, annoieth vs, extept of vnderſtã⸗ 
Sow Hee aſked mozeouer, how a man might alwaryes pꝛeſerue his

excell other in'Yononr and Ritches : he indeuour to ertell them in 
Liberalitle nd Juſtice. e was wunt alſo to ſap, that there was no- 
thing maze meme _ | 
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there was no foꝛtune ſo ſharpe which by wiſely tollerating a valient 
man migh not ouertome Which opinion of his, he hath erp2eſſed 
O Goddeſſe ſan, where deſtnies drawes & drives : let vs go there, 
What euer it 15, who fortune will, muſt fortune beare. 
There was familiar with one named Filiſtus, an Oꝛa⸗ 
tour, and metely wel learned in Pvetrie,and had a plealant, and ba- 
riable wit, and vied ta carpe the ſayinges of all men, not to th intent 
therby to learne the truth (foz ſo Socrates was wont tu do) but ther⸗ 
by to appeare the better learned. The ſame, wherſoeuer he had octa⸗ 
fon touneete with Virgil 03 be i his compante, — him 
with repꝛoches, and floutes. Aherfoꝛe, either he departed commonly 
with ſilence, oꝛ els with bluthing held — peace. Then when as in 
pꝛeſence ol Auguſtus, he ſaide that Virgil was dunibe, and that if he 
had a tongue he could not defend 2 — babler (ꝙ he) 
ſoꝛ this tatiturnitie of mine cauſeth Auguſtus, and Mecœnas to bee 
the patrones of my cauſe, and when J liſt J will ſpeake with ſuch a 
ſhall euery where, and very long be heard. And thou 
with thy pꝛatling dat not only b2eake mens eares, but walles alſo. 
Then the Emperour loked vpon Filiſtus with a fierce countenance, 
andrebuked him. And Virgil, Cæſar (ꝙ he) if this man knew a time 


to holde his peace : hee would ſeldome ſpeake . Foꝛ a man ought al- 
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waies to be lent, vntil ſuch time as his ſilence tal either hurt him

t ſelfe, oꝛ his talke may pꝛofit others. 

When Vuguſtus had obtained the Empire, hee debated with him- 
ſelfe whither it were better to reſigne vp tbe Dominion, and commit 
the ſtate ta yerely Conſuls , andthe gouernment of the Common- 
wealth to the Senate. In which caſe he called to counſell twapne, of 
two ſeuerall opinions, Mecœnas, and Agrippa. Agtippa in longe 


pet would it be p2ofitable , which contrary, Mecoenas very mach di⸗ 
ſwaded him fron. By occaſion wherof, Auguſtus minde was bꝛought 
into great perplexitie, foꝛ their ſundꝛy opinions, were conficmed by 
ſundꝛie reaſons .. UWherefoze hee demaunded of Maro, whether it 
were expedient fo2 a pꝛiuate man, to vſurpe a gouernment in his cõ⸗

The'caaſe;from whence it raſe. and to 
what cauſe cheifly the Poet twke this in hand to wꝛite. The Jntew- 
tion, in the which is knowne his dꝛift, ⁊ where about the Poet goeth. 
In the woꝛke thꝛee things are marked, the Aumbꝛe, the Oꝛdꝛe, — 
Erplanation. Although therfoze by falfification,many wozkes 
caried abꝛoade vnder othermens names, as the tragedie of Thieſbes 
made by this Poet, which Varrus ſetfuꝛth foꝛ his owne:; t᷑ man ſuch 
like: yet we cannot doubt but that cl&rly the Bucolickes are Vugils, 
eſpecially ſince the Poete, doubting ſome ſuch matter, both in the be- 
ginning of the Aeneidos, and in another plate witnelleth that they 
are his, ſaying : 

I that my ſlender Oten pipe in verſe was wont to ſound. Likewiſe 

I that the times of ſheaphcardes rand raſii in tendre  Yecres, 

Thee Tytirur i&c," 

That they be ſitly termed Bucolickes, and ſo accompted, if nothing 
els declared, pct this might be pzofe ſufficient, that in Throcritus 
they be called by the ſame name. But we muſt ſhew alſo ſonte reaſon 
There be thꝛee kindes of ſheapheards that are famous in Rucolikes. 
Wherof the vileſt ſoꝛt are termed Caprary.; oꝛ Gbatheardes The 
Opiliones , oz ſheapheardes are next of dignitie but the Bubulci, o2 
Cowheards are the beſt and chiefeſt. : Wherof therfaꝛe was it moſt 
conuenient that the Sheapheardes verſe ſhould be named, but of that 
degree which is found molt excellent amongſt Shrapheard ess? 

The cauſe may be two waies conſidered ; of the beginninge of the 
verſe, and of the minde of the wziter. Df the beginning, and Oꝛigi⸗ 
nal! 
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nall of y Bucolick verſe 1 divers haue aſſigned diuerſe cauſes, There 


are ſome that ſaxe this kinde of verſe: ina firſt inſtituted to Diana, 
by the Dheapheardes of Laceilemonia j; when thꝛough occaſion of 
warre, which at that time the Perſians made vpon all Greece, the vir- 
gins could not do ſacriſce attoꝛding to their cuſtome. Others ſome 
ſaye , that the ſame kinde ol verſe was made to Diana by Oreltes, 
when he wandꝛed abaut s/c{74.. M hat euer they all ſape, this is 
— —— verſe — — of great, anti⸗ 
ö aphcardes liues, and therefoꝛe 
the ſimplititie of ſuch perfanages votheepzeſent a ſhewe ot the gol⸗ 
den woꝛlde. Wlherfoꝛe Vugil begunne very commendably with 
thoſe verſes; as it were, with that life, which was firſt in the carth. 
Foꝛ afterwarde the feildes were tilled, and laſt of all, ſoꝛ carable 
and fertyle grounde: contention role, and warres entued, which 
Virgil, that he would expꝛeſſe: ſange firſt ol Sheapheardes , nert of 
Puſbandmen , and laſt of warriours. It remayneth now that wer 
conſider what cauſe mwued the Poet chei fly to weite the Bucolickes, 
Either he was entiſed by the ſwetenes to haue Theocritus verſe in 
admiration, oz elſe fo2 oꝛders ſake hee r the lvfe of 
man, as wee haue ſaid befoꝛe. D2 rather that 1 would ſctfoo2th 
the the kindes of Elocution, which the Gr tall Carecters, 
Ichnon that is, lo, Adron which is loftie, Meſon, that is the mean 
o2 middle. Nherfoꝛe being likely that he which was right cunning 
in all the kindes: endited his Bucolickes in the ſirſt, the Georgikes 
in the ſetond, and the Aeneidos in the thirde. D2 therfoze if is to be 
ſuppoſed we-w2oat'the, Bucolickes firſt, to th intent in that kinde ol 
verſe which is moze free and rough then the reſt,he might take opo2- 
tunitie fo currie the Emperours fauour , & to recouer his land which 
he had loſt,fo2 this cauſe. The thirde day of the Ides of March, whe C. 
Cæſar was ſlaine, and the ald ſouldiours had take: vp Auguſtus Cæ- 
ſar heing but a child to be their captapne, the ſenate not + renug- 
ning againtt it, a ciuile war riſing therof, the Cremonenſes with o⸗ 
ther of the ſame faction, aided the aduerſaries of Auguſtus Cæ ſar. 
Wherby it came to palſe that whe Auguſtus had t e victoꝛp he com- 
maunded the old ſouldiours ſhould be bꝛought into the Cre monen- 
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ſes feildes,to deuide, and poſſelſe them. And when their feildes were 
not ſufficient fo2 them all: their netghbours the Mantuans, amonge 
whom was Virgil, loſt a great part of their landes, by cauſe they lay

But afterward thꝛough the fauour of Mecocnas , 1 Pollio, 
and Auguſtus himſelf,he was reſtoꝛed to his lanves. The Intention 
of the bote which the Grztians call Scopus, is grounded of the imita- 

tion of Theocritus the Poet, who was both a Sicilian & a Syracufian. 
The intention allo is to be reduced into the pꝛaiſe of Cæſar, g other 
p2inces and noblemen by whole meanes he was bꝛought againe into 
his foꝛmer ſeat,x liuinge. Wherby that the end might containe both 
delectation, and p2ofect:he did althing acco2ding ts oꝛdꝛe, and pꝛecept. 
This queſtion is ſometime aſked, hy he w2oate no moe then ten 
Ecloges, which wilbe no meruayle vnto him that ſhall waigh the an- 
tiquitie of the paſtozall Scenes, which cannot be ftretched beyond this 
numbꝛe, and ſince this Poet moze circumſpect the Theocritus as the 
matter it ſelfe declareth, ſmeth to doubt leaſt that Ec loge which is

Whereas on Atlas daughter, hight Electra, bꝛight of hue, >

Liſius by name, and got him ſone ta Phrigie boundes 
From Corytus, with nations wund2ous ſtoze to till the groundes. 

And hon right haute of minde ſoꝝ being ſunne to Ioue diuine, 

An Eagle bꝛaue hee bare, the badge of noble Hectors lyne. 
And was the firſt that did aduaunce their grandſires woꝛthie fame. 
And eke the founder firſf of Troyan blod ſo great of name. 
With this, and ſemblant talke, the time between them long they ſpent. 
When mumbling loud men make, whole cheareful charms to laughter 
The loftie rofes do reach, and albthe pallace fill with din. (bent.
